This company whose plant | 
rests on the shores of the beau- 
tiful Bay of Quinte, boasts of 
being a 100% Canadian oper-

in 1946. It employs 67 persons 
who produce spectacle frames

that travel to all parts of the 
world. The Maple Leaf line of 
products that is made in the 
Deseronto plant is well known 
for excellence of style and qu- 
ality, and is second to none. 
The building which is occ- 
upied by Canada Optical at 
present housed a match factory 
in the 1920's, a meat packing 
plont in the early '30's and a 
cheese factory after that. Can- 
ada Optical started operations 
in 1946; in 1947 an extension 
was added to the factory, this

LOOK, NO STEAM 

A thermionic reactor which 
converts nuclear energy dir- 
ectly into electric power has 
been developed in the Soviet 
Union, Such a system could 
conceivably by-pass the trad- 
itional use of heat to produce 
steam in present thermal plants. 

Russian officials say com= 
prehensive tests have been 
completed on a thermionic 
converter with an electrical 
capacity of several kilowatts.

| Hides Wanted _ 


The Conservation officers of 
Tweed District of the Ministry of 
Natural Resources ore once more 
appealing to hunters for hides and 
deer jaws. The hides will be 
processed and distributed to 
Indians in Northern Ontario. 
Last year 550 deer hides 10 
moose hides, 6 sheep, | beef 
and | bear hide were collected in 
the District and taken to the 


tannery. 
Preparing the hides takes 


very little time and effort. A 
cold carcass can be skinned by 
pulling downwards to peel the 
hide off the meat. Large pieces of 
meat and fat should be cut off 
but care should be taken not to 
cut the skin. It is not necessary 
to remove all the tissue. A 
couple of pounds of salt should 
then be spread on the skin and 
the hide can be rolled loosely, 
tied, tagged and given to the 
local office. The whole op- 
eration does not take more than 
a few minutes, once the deer 

is skinned. Never put hides 
inside plastic bags or air- 

tight containers or they will 
rot. 

In return for hides hunters 
will receive a small "hand 
cooker" that will boil water 
for coffee or a hot toddy on 
cold days when fishing or 
snowmobiling.

MOUSE CONTROL 

Every year some home ga- 
rdeners experience plant losses 
due to mice. There are several 
steps to take to ensure that 
you do not lose any shrubs or | 
trees, says John Hughes, hort- 
icultural specialist, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food. 

Check for signs of mice. 
Look for fresh grass clippings _ 
in runways, for droppings or 
tunnels. 

Keep grass at least 1 foot 
away from the base of trees and 
shrubs. The grass should be 
mowed short for the fall months. 
This will help discourage bur- 
rowing. 

For trees, wire mesh guards 
buried about 3 inches into the 
soil, or coarse gravel around 
the base of the tree are excell- 
ent protection. Tree guards 
are especially valuable in pro- 
tecting young trees for a long 
period. 

One of the most efficient 
ways to get rid of mice is to 
put some treated pellets or corn 
inside a pipe or tile. This will 
keep the rain from washing off 
the poison and provide an ex- 
cellent feeding area for the 

mice. It also prevents pets from 
getting at the poison.
